Facts About the Sightless and Care Taken 
of Them in Various Lands.

A paragraph is traveling about to the 
effect that the world's blind are 1 
puted to number [,•00,000— about one 
sightless person to every 1.5U0 inhabi 
tants. If the proportion of sightless per 
sona were the same in every country, or 
substantially so. it would be easier to 
conclude that blindness is due to causes 
which neither skill nor foresight can pre- 
vent. But the truth of the matter, as 
has been pointed out by a distinguished 
German oculist, is that the great
